Mr William Marion Ke-edy, Editor and proprietor of Recdy'a 
Mirror, a weekly magazine, devoted to the o^neral interest of the 
pontic writes a strong ankle on the r«e« Qnesti.ni in which tat- 
apeak* of the Jim-Crow cars, the Ku-Klux-Klan and many other 
injustices practiced especially in the. South to keep (he. Negro 
down Among the things aaid by Mr. Reedy are the following: 
"It is folly to dodge facts, to hide- truth. The prob- 
lem can only be solved by facing Lt "understahdingly. It 
is not instilubU. eitherr It can be solved by asnurinji the 
Black man of his righta and conrirming him ir \ them ev- 
en as the way to meet the menace of Bolshevism il to re- 
dress the ju»t lirievances of (he oppressed and exploited 
■ white workingraen. L>nehing will not settle the race 
question, ai esptoaag* acts, deportations, suppress ion* of
